The combination of Trainer Neil, 
Jockey Postel and the horse himself made Hugh 
Jones say going over on the boat that the odds 
against Oraibee's winning were in the ratio of 
ferry steamer, machinery, cargo and everything 
aboard her to a nickle. To make matters worse 
the horse broke down. 

**Tbe crowd in attendance, while not so large 
as that which saw the Burns Handicap, was of 
excellent size. The grand stand and betting 
ring were ccmfortably filled, and nearly every- 
body made money, for five of the six favorites 
woo, and in every case except that of Sofala 
the books laid liberal prices. 

**6f course the chief interest was in the 
Thornton Stakes. 

^Forte opened a 6 to 5 favorite and the 
casual visitors, those who go to the track on 
Saturday and special occasions, played him at 
that price. They always bet on Schreiber’s 
horses But the price against Forte kept climb- 
ing steadily. That was because he warmed up 
sore. The big players saw this and they would 
have none of him. It was only the ‘suckers’ 
that won. They didn’t know whether he had 
three legs or four. 

' The field of six started off at a very slow 
pace, Twinkler and Ledaea in the lead. After 
running a half mile in little better than a 
minute, they began to hit it up a little. Ledaea, 
Twinkler, Weller and Forte were in the first 
bunch. Piggott laid out of it with Potente 
nearly an eighth of a mile. 

*‘When they had reeled off about half of the 
third mile Ladaea cracked and Twinkler 
assumed the lead. It was only under sufferance, 
however, for when Henry let Forte down he 
jumped away in from and won under wraps by 
fliteen lengths in excellent time. Twinkler was 
easily second from the tired Weller. Potente 
finished a very poor fourth. When Piggott 
finally did turn hie head loose he had nothing 
left and did not cot down the other’s lead a 
yard. 

“Barney Schreiber was the happiest man at 
the track. This victory of Forte made the 
sum of money won by his horses this winter 
something over|20.C00, a very tidy sum. Sofala, 
Bannockburn and Forte have been the chief 
contributors to the total.”
